CEDET - Centro para Desenvolvimento do 
Potencial e Talento (Center for Potential and Talent 
Development), a municipal organ linked to the Special 
Educational Coordinating sector of the Municipal 
Educational Secretary in Lavras, Minas Gerais - a 
southern state in Brazil. Since its foundation, in 1993, 
this center has regularly been working with 4-6% of 
the school population at a basic educational level, 
hence, currently working with thirteen municipal public 
schools, eight state funded schools and two private 
schools, and some students who came through 
families. 


CEDET’s technical support is rendered by ASPAT —- 
Associagao de Pais e Amigos para Apoio ao 
Talento (Association of Parents and Friends for 
Supporting Talent), a civil right organ of public service 
acknowledgment. ASPAT flourished with the need of 
congregating not only parents with children showing 
superior talent learning capacity but also other 
families, people, institutions and community positive 
entities in order to provide basic assistance and 
support to this program developed by CEDET. 
Furthermore, this program is also aimed at assisting 
the outspread of its unique ideal concept, which 
should be appropriately into the upbringing and 
superior talent capacity development in our country. 


DID YOU KNOW? 


Currently CEDET/Lavras has 512 students 
enrolled, which corresponds to 3% of the 
13.308 talented students as identified by the 
2015 Brazilian school census, even though the 
city’s population corresponds to 0.05% of the 
nationwide population! 


Special Education in Focus 


It was published on the Lavras Official Press* the 
consolidated guidelines for Special Education on 
Basic Education system. As special education 
coordinator, Marcela Rezende Mendes Oliveira has 
quoted, “to responsibly meet the different needs of 
students enrolled in the public school system, certainly 
becomes one of the greatest challenges presently 
being posed as a broader socially inclusive education 
has increased at a national public politics level’. 
Marcela Oliveira highlights that such guidelines was 
determined through broad discussions, hence, 
standardizing the educational service and favoring the 
learning process that involves both deficient and high 
ability students.

Educational Activities at CEDET 


In 2015 we had 108 group activities and 214 individual activities with our students. We had the support of 82 tutoring volunteers that were 
recruted from the comunity plus other 77 people and collaborating institutions. Following are some of the pedagogical areas of CEDET. 


Peace Walk 


The EncenaAcao acting work group, made up by students from “So! Maior’ (Singing) and “Ser 
que nao é” (Theater) groups, effectively participated in town events. On the Semana da Patria 
(Nation's week) of 2015 they performed at Lavras’ main downtown square. In this occasion, they 
paid homages to Dr. Helena Antipoff and Dr. Zenita Guenther by highlighting their legacy on 
gifted students, and also manifested a message of peace and love to the world. Due to the 
successful outcome of this presentation, the same group was invited to participate,in the Peace 
Walk being organized by several religious entities and Lavras government, inOctober. The 
EncenaAgao group closed the event by acting in front of a 5,000-people crowd!.A special and 
joyful moment was set when the choir of voices assembled and guided by the students. The 
presentation received many applauses and compliments and the edited images had wide 
coverage on the social network.
